Your medicine cabinet is prob- 
ably filled with old pills and medi- 
cations that could result in illness 
or death if misused or overused. 

Because of their danger, special 
precautions should be taken in 
disposing of drugs. 

The recommended method is to 
empty them into the toilet bowl 
and immediately flush the toilet. 

The person concerned with his 
health avoids the use of pills 
wherever possible. And if used for 
special conditions, he makes cer- 
tain to dispose of them according 
to methods recommended for 
safety. 

Don’t save old pills—an inven- 
tory of old medications is a poten- 
tial danger source. 

Don’t leave them in the reach 
of children—thousands of children 
are poisoned each year by drugs 
mistaken for candy. 

Don’t throw them into the gar- 
bage can—they can be removed. 

Don’t try to burn them—most 
medications don’t burn. They 
merely fall to the bottom of the 
incinerator, Some are explosive. 

Don’t give them to other peo- 
ple—a medication prescribed for 
one person may be fatal for an- 
other, 

An estimated 1 million patients 
are admitted to U. S. hospitals 
each year because of drug induc- 
ed illnesses,
